Do pay’s answer being unsatisfactory a 
vote was taken on an order of the day 
supported by the government, which re­ 
sult cd in its defeat—Sit to 171. 
The 
ministers Immediately left the cham­ 
ber* amid a great uproar. 
The interview between M, Dupuy and 
bis ex ill cag ii ch and President Loubet was 
brief but cordial. 
The president ex 
pressed his thanks for the support he 
had received from the retiring ministers, 
adding that he would always remember 
their services gratefully. 
M. Dupuy 
was agreeably surprised at M. Loubet's 
cordiality. 
There are already many surmises as 
to the composition of the new cabinet, 
but it is pointed out that as the Dupuy 
minister? did not fall on a question in 
vol ring the political complexion of the 
miulittery it is difficult to ace on w hat 
basis the new cabinet will he selected 
Of the statesmen 
already 
named 
in parliamentary circles in connection 
with the premiership of the new cab! 
net, those moat frequently mentioned 
are M. Raymond Fotnoaire, deputy for 
Mense, who was minister of public in­ 
struction at the time of the Dreyfus 
courtmartial and who testified before 
the oourt of cassation that IL Dupuy 
had recently said to him: 
"I think we 
were the victims of a big hoax in 1804;” 
Th cop hi Ie Dekasse, m inister of foreign 
affairs in the retiring cabinet* Henri 
Brinson, who was M. Dupuy'* immedi­ 
ate predecessor in the premiership he 
bas in*: resigned, and Senator Herr* 
Weldech Rousseau, who was minister of 
the interior in the cabinet of Gambetta 
in I SRI and again in the Ferry cabinet 
in i m 
The fall of the cabinet was probably 
a* Vittle a surprise to M. Dupuy himself 
ss to parliament or the country, though 
it is Maid he looked rather for a prest 
dsaU el crisis, and had an eye on the 
presidency for himself. 
The crisis has 
come, however, rather sooner than be 
expected. 
ML Dupuy is blamed, first, for not pre­ 
venting the an ti-Loa bet demonstration 
at Auteuil, which, it is beld, be might 
easily have done; and, second, for over' 
doing the military nreparat ions at Long 
champ, as if to show that BL Loubet 
dared not show himself in public with 
out an army to protect him. 
Dupuy’* 
idea was probably the same in both 
cane*—to discredit the president in the 
eyes (rf the nation.

Town of New Richmond, Wis.# 
Almost Wiped Out by 
a Tornado. 


CARRIED RUIN AND DEATH

Minneapolis, Juno UL—A special to 
The Tribune from Stillwater, Mina., 
says New Richmond, Wig., was almost 
wiped out of existence last evening by 
one of the most severe cyclones that 
ever visited that locality. 
It carried 
ruin and death in its path and it is im­ 
possible to g.ve a . even partial list of 
those who are seriously injured. 
It is 
thought many are dead. 
The news of 
the disaster was brought here by J. A. 
Carroll, a traveling man from Portage, 
Wis., who was stopping at the Nioollet 
House in New Richmond when the cy­ 
clone struck. He saw the funnel-shaped 
cloud as it came up the principal street 
and took refuge in the batement of tho 
hotel, which was completely wrecked 
together with every businesshouse in 
the city. 
In terrible sheets of rain following»the 
cyclone, Mr. Carroll and his comrades 
succeeded in recovering the proprietor, 
Charles McK* anon, wife aud one child 
from the debris, and they also removed 
the laundry girl, who was so seriously 
injured that she will probably die. 
They also removed two men named Bar- 
rett and Newall, who were very severe­ 
ly injured. 
Mr. Carroll drove to Still­ 
water by team for relief, and a train 
with doctors left for the village. 
Mr. Carroll further says that fire fol­ 
lowed the cyclone and that what wa* 
left is being consumed by fire. 
Many 
people were doubtless killed and the 
damage will run into hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars.
